DR.  JAMES  WELLINGTON  CRANE 


Graduating  from  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1898  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  Dr.  Crane  returned  to  his  home  County  of 
Elgin  to  engage  in  general  practice.  During  succeeding  years  he  visited 
important  hospitals  in  the  United  States  and  studied  in  England  and  in 
Germany.  In  1912  he  was  called  to  the  teaching  staff  of  this  University, 
and  in  1913  became  Professor  of  Pharmacology.  He  was  an  inspiring 
teacher  and  twice  was  acting  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.

Medicine  is  one  of  the  oldest,  grandest,  and  nobles!  of  the  professions  and  you 
should  consider  yourselves  very  fortunate  indeed  to  have  had  the  privilege  of  joining 
her  ranks.  Your  initiation  and  training  therein  has  been  at  a  time  of  profound  world 
unsettlement,  and  in  the  uncertain  years  that  lie  ahead  your  continued  devotion  to 
and  the  upholding  of  the  principles  that  have  beeen  inculcated  into  you  in  your  College 
years  here  at  Western  should  he  a  potent  force  for  good. 

Whatever  else  you  may  do  or  he  interested  in,  never  allow  yourselves  to  get  out 
of  touch  with  the  advances  that  must  inevitably  continue  to  lie  made  in  the  science 
and  art  which  you  represent. 

Do  not  miss  any  opportunity  which  arises  to  improve,  extend,  and  amplify  your 
basic  medical  knowledge.  Take  all  graduate  work  which  you  individually  can  afford 
and  fit  in;  attend  refresher  courses  and  all  special  clinics  and  lectures  that  may  be 
available  to  you  even  though  at  some  sacrifice.  Never  for  one  moment  relax  in  your 
efforts  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  this  rapidly  changing  scene.  Remember  always 
the  words  of  Lewis  Carroll  in  "Through  the  Looking  dlass":  '  ....  it  takes  all  the 
running  you  can  do  to  keep  in  the  same  place".

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To  The  Graduates  of   1948: 

Infidelity  and  irreligion  have  always  resulted  in  war,  famine  and  pestilence.

If  you  are  to  play  your  part  in  life  today  you  must  realize  your  responsibility 
to  your  fellowman.  The  world  in  its  distress  is  looking  for  leadership.  It  can  come 
only  from  men  of  virile  faith,  clothed  with  the  armor  of  God  and  dedicated  to  His 
service.

The  University  Students'   Commission 

The  schoi  l  year,  L947-48  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  system  of  school  govern- 
ment at  Western.  In  the  ISC,  operating;  for  the  first  time  in  its  expanded  form,  the 
year  was  a  period  of  trial  and  error,  with  the  errors  and  successes  paving  the  way  for 
smoother,  more  coordinated  action  in  the  future.  Loopholes  were  discovered  in  the 
Constitution,  unprecedented  situations  were  encountered,  and  organizational  difficul- 
turned  up. 

Even  before  the  completion  of  the  successful  Frosh  welcoming,  plans  instigated 
by  Boh  Shannon,  Verne  Attrill  and  a  group  of  interested  students,  for  a  series  of  Radio 
Programs  were  put  into  action.  The  result  has  been  a  successful  series  of  eight  broad- 
casts this  past  winter  and  spring. 

In  December,  the  combined  Arts  and  Meds  Show  was  presented  to  packed  houses 
under  the  name  of  "Purple  Patches".  Later  in  the  year,  a  constitutional  committee 
started  to  work  drawing  up  a  permanent  form  of  organization  for  the  show. 

In  Publications  the  Gazette  showed  itself  to  be  the  finest  University  paper  in 
Canada,  while  the  Folio  caused  a  minor  sensation  on  the  campus  and  in  the  city. 
The  Oxy  was  put  on  a  financial  basis  which  promises  to  remove  it  from  the  "head- 
ache" cl 

As  the  year  progressed,  the  system  of  having  a  social  director  approve  all  dances 
and  social  functions  proved  successful  in  that  the  smaller  number  of  dances  was  more 
successful. 

The  USC  cannot  claim  full  responsibility  for  these  activities,  but  each  came 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  some  council  member. 

If  each  succeeding  President  has  the  extreme  good  fortune  of  having  a  council 
of  the  calibre  shown  in  1947-4X,  student  activities  at  Western  cannot  help  but  grow 
and  become  increasingly  successful.
